However, such extremely high 
temperature are relatively rare 
over a four-day period. The rec­ 
ords show that from 1903 up to 
now’ August 16 had temperatures 
in the 90s. 16 times, seventeen 
August 13ths saw 90 degree or 
better on 13 occasions out of the 
56 years. August 14 and August 15 
each had 90 degree temperatures.

FISHERS ISLAND, N Y . (AP) 
—President Eisenhower led the

death of Fleet Adm. William F. 
(Bull) Halsey. 
Halsey, 76. died here Sunday of 
a heart attack while vacationing. 
He gained fame as the adm iral 
who chased the Japanese fleet to 
its death in the Pacific in World 
War II. 
Eisenhower, who heard the news 
of Halsey's death at Gettysburg, 
Pa., said he had last a warm per­ 
sonal friend, and the nation one 
of its "great natural leaders." 
"His great personal contribution 
to the successful cam paigns in the 
Pacific and the exploits of the 
forces under his command are a 
brilliant part of American mili­ 
tary history," said Eisenhower.
